He is w ork­ 
ing in cooperation with Richard 
Cylinder, representing the town­ 
ship’s planning com m ission. 
C arr reported that his plan rec­ 
om m ends concentration of indus­ 
try within the township to an ap­ 
proxim ate 1.600 acre tract in the 
VVoodiwmrne area which will, if 
present plans of the state highway 
departm ent m aterialize soon con­ 


tain two new highw ays and two 
existing railroads to help lure in­ 
dustry to the district. 
The new highw ays will be the 
projected 
D elaw are 
E xpressw ay 
and tho extension of the S uper­ 
highw ay. which now ends in a 
deadend 
in 
Langhorne. 
A third 
highw ay. C arr said, is a possibil­ 
ity 15 or 20 years from now This 
is the N ortheast Extension that 
would presum ably enter the tow n­ 


ship through N ortham pton Town­ 
ship or Lower Southam pton 
“ The two additional roads will 
place Middletown iii a prim e po­ 
sition in the compot it n e business 
of interesting industry to locate 
h ere,’’ C arr said. 
800,000 by I960 
C arr s plan, being developed for 
the county's use, is intended to 
cover developm ent until 1980 
By 
that tim e, C arr said. the lower 


end of the county is expected to 
have a m inim um HOO,Coo residents. 
“ This would seem to assure an 
abundance of em ployes,” C arr de­ 
clared,

sion are slowed by lack of d e ­

According to estim ates suggest­ 
ed last night, if the I,boo acres 
proposed for industry w ere built 
up. landow ners and the township 
could realize a profit
